Herbert Weiner, Born in Colum- 
bia, Mo., Achieves Rare Dis- 
tinction at Harvard. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 7.—No¢r- 
bert Weiner was yesterday, at the age 
of 18, awarded a degree _of Doctor of 
Philosophy at Harvard University. He 
was born in Columbia, Mo., Nov. 28, 
1894, his mother being a Missourian. 
His father: is now a professor of 

Slavonic languages at Harvard. 

When he was eighteen months old 
Norbert knew his alphabet and at three 
could read and write; at 6 he had 
mastered arithmetic, algebra, plane ana 
solid geometry; at 8.he read books in 
Latin, German, French and Russian; 
at 9 he was solving problems in trigo- 
nometry and calculus; at 12 he was an 
expert in chemistry. 





KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 7.—Nor- 
bert Wiener, the student prodigy of 
Harvard, who at 18 is to receive the 
degree of .doctor of philosophy, was 
born in Missouri. His father, Prof. Leo 
Wiener,: now professor of Slavic lan- 
guages ‘in Harvard, sold peanuts and 
fruit on the streets of Kansas City 2% 
years ago. 
Norbert was born in Columbia, Mo., ! 
1895, at which time his father was teach- 
ing Slavonic languages in Missouri Uni- 
versity. 
Leo Wiener, a Russo-German, came to 
the United States in the ’80s, after hav- 
ing been educated in the universities of 
Russia and Germany. Early reverses in 
the new country led him to employment 
as a railway laborer near Kansas City. 
Later he started a peanut stand here. 
The principal of a loc al high school, dis- 
covering that the peanut vender could 
speak a dozen languages, put him to 
teaching Greek. The discovery came 
through a “weather conversation’ the 
principal held with Wiener while buy- 
ing a sack of peanuts. 

Wiener went from here to Missouri 
University, where he remained six 
years. From Missouri he went to Har-

Street Police Station, but the police aid 
not learn of it until Thursday afternoon, 
and it was Several hours later before 
they found out who the participants had 
been. 

Distler then was arrested, but soon 
gave bond, and was released. 

In the report of Special Officers Law- 
ler and Reeves, who investigated the 
case, it is set forth’ that® Hoelscher has 
a four-inch gash on the left side of his 
face, a long cut 1% inches deep in the 
left side of*his neck, a‘three-inch gash 
on the right forearm, two stab wounds 
in the right chest, and one in the abdo- 
men. Hoelscher is under the care of 
Dr. E. Dorsey of 1424 North Taylor av- 
enue. 

Says Hoelscher Assailed Him. 
After being arrestéd, Distler told the 
police Hoelscher had assaulted him 
during a dinner at. the'club, and had 
threatened to throw ‘him ‘out of a win- 
dow. He declared he used his Knife in 
self-defense. 

Hoelscher told: Lawler and Reeves he 
and Distler had ‘a. dispute.” He re- 
fused to give any further information, 
they said. 

The first information to reach the po- 
lice concerning the fight came when a 
woman telephoned to Joseph Miller, sec- 
retary to Chief Young, that there had 
been a ‘‘cutting scrape” at Easton and 
Taylor avenues, and: that an investiga- 
tion should be made. 

After patrolmen had made inquiries 
in vain, Capt. Reynolds of. the Deer 
Street Station sent the two special offi- 
cers to visit the different hospitals. They 
went to several places, with no success. 
Then they called the Baptist. Hospital 
by telephone and a nurse told them that 
a man who had been stabbed was a pa- 
tient there. He proved to be Hoelscher. 

Over Kraut and Pigtail. 

Capt. Reynolds says he has learned 
that the fight took place during a 
“kraut and pigtail supper” at the 
club, but he has ben unable to find 
out the cause of the trouble or how 
Hoelscher, so dangerously wounded, 
was removed to the hospital without 
attracting the attention of outsiders. 

The building in which the fight 
took place is on the same side of the 
street as the police station and is at 
a busy corner where the platoons of

It appears that the im- 
pression obtains in Mexico City that at 
the same time important specific 
structions were sent to the Ambassador 
by the State Department. 

Madero’s appeal to Taft was sent on 
Saturday. On the preceding day, Fri- 
day, the news was sent out from islexico 
City that Madero had agreed to resign 
and that Francisco Leon de la Barra 
would become provisional president, The 
source of this information, according 
to the press dispatches, was the British 
legation. 

It appears now from the information 
coming uncensored from Mexico that the 
British Minister was merely an echo for 
Ambassador Wilson, and that the foun- 
dation for the dispatches was meager in- 
formation at the moment concerning 
Wilson’s energetic efforts to force Ma- 
dero to resign. 

By reason of his strong 
and his ranking position in the diplo- 
matic corps—only the United States

was in complete control of the diplv- 
matic influences. The British Minis:er, 
it appears, did not even take the risk 
of venturing to the American embassy’ 
to participate in the conferences which 
the diplomatic corps held almost daily 
during the bombardment. u 
Ambassador Wilson, the German Mi)i- 
ister and the Spanish Minister, Senor 
Cologan y Cologan, agreed to. bring 
their combined pressure upon Madero 
to resign. The other members of tiie 
diplomatic corps acquiesced in this 
program, or did not oppose it. Wiison 
designated the Spanish minister to 
carry the intimation to Madero. The 
Ambassador also conferred with certain 
Mexican Senators on Friday. and thev 
called a session of the Senate to adopt 
the resolution asking Madero to resign. 


Madero Refus Resign. 


The following morning the Spanish 
Minister called on Madero, with the 
Senate delegatiaqn at his heels. 

“Tell the man who sent you—the 
Ambassador of the United States,” 
was Madero’s answer to the Spanixh 
Minister, “That I shall not resign at 
his behest, or at yours, or at any 
one’s!” 

Three days later Madero was shorn 
of his power and a prisoner and a 
week after his defiance he was dead. 
But he told the Spanish minister that 
he would rather die at his post than 
resign; that he did not recognize thu 
right of foreign diplomats to inter- 
fere in the internal affairs of Mexi- 
co and that he knew better than thev 
the conditions and needs of his coun- 
try.

Press Monday night. For this act, as 
well as for his recommendation that 
the Huerta Government be given :m- 
mediate recognition by § the United 
States. the Ambassador is being col- 
demned in many quarters. 

How completely Ambassador . Wilson 
has been backed up by former Secretary 
Knox and Assistant Secretary Hunting- 
ton Wilson was indicated at the State 
Department on the day after Gustavo 
Madero had been murdered. When the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent inquired 
whether the Ambassader had acted on 
special instructions in interceding to 
yrotect the life of Francisco Madero, he 
was informed that ‘“‘At no time since 
the revolt in Mexico City has the De- 
partment undertaken to instruct Mr, 
Wilson what to do; he has been told to 
go ahead and deal with each problem 
growing out of the trouble as it came 
up and as he deemed best.”’

FERSON CITY, March 7.—The Ameri- 
can Issue, organ of the anti-saloon 
League, a St. Louis publication with 
highly critical prohibition views, came 
im today for excoriation at the hands of 
Senators Whitledge of Ste. Genevieve 
end Gardner of St. Louis County, both 
Republicans, and others, because of crit- 
jcigsm it published in the issue of March 
6, wherein United States Senator Stone 
is put in a blacklist for voting to amend 
the Webb bill, so as to exempt sacra- 
mental wine and liquors for domestic 
uses from the provisions of the Dill. 
Senator Whitledge introduced a _ reso- 
lution condemning the publication for 
Placing Senator Stone in its columns 
under a black iine head containing the 
words, ‘“‘Black-List of Blind Pig Sena- 
tors.”’ 

Senator Gardner said that any man 
who would print such an article was 
guilty of more obliquity than the most 
degraded hireling of the liquor interests. 

Senator Whitledge condemned the ed- 
Stor of the paper and then said he had 
never been able to learn who is the 
editor of the publication. 

Calls It “Serious Crime.” 

Senator Greene said the man who 
would print such an article was guilty 
of a serious crime. 

Senator Carter said he did not believe 
the Senate should dignify the publica- 
tion by adopting the resolution and he 
moved that it be laid over and forgot- 
ten. 

Senator Beaven, in a flow of praise of 
Senator Stone, said the latter was the 
peer of Senator Bailey of Texas. Fig- 
urative crucifixion, in his opinion, 
should be administered upon the editor 
of the American Issue. 

Senator Bronson of Christian said the 
editor of the American Issue ought to 
be deported.

Somewhere in the city of st. Louis 
there may have been a job for Crosby 
T. Hewett, 18 years old. but he was un- 
able to find it, although he hunted per: 
sistently for 45 days. . 





Wednesday night he dropped dead at 


the Municipal Lodging House from 
heart disease, which had beén £.gra- 
vated by exposure to the cold, accord- 
ing to Dr. Daniel F. Hochdoerfer, wh» 
performed the autopsy. 

Records at the lodging house show 
that young Hewett went there -o sleep 
on the night of Jan. 18. He .eturned 
the next night and every night since 
until he died. His body’is now at the 
morgue awaiting a claimant. 

Kept Memorandum Book. 

A memorandum book kept by him con- 
tained a long list of places in St. Louis, 
Where he had sought work. This regis- 
ter included all kinds of employment 
that an unskilled worker would seek— 
dishwasher, solicitor, furnaceman, sec- 
tion hand and others. 

A prayer book was also found in his 

pockets, bearing the address ‘“‘Crosby T. 
Hewett. Kiron, Io.” A stamp inside 
the book stated that it was the prop- 
érty of the St. Louis Bible Society. 
_ Hewett was known at the Municipal 
Lodging House as Lee Hewett. From 
the information card required of lodgers 
it was learned that Ris father is in the 
at Leavenworth, 
Kan. .Hewett told B. B. Winn, super- 
intendent of the lodging house, that he 
came to a Louis from Arkansas. 


Walked Streets All Day. 
Supt. Winn said the boy would go out 


early every morning and remain until 
dark. Several times he remarked that 
he had tramped the streets all day and 
had not been able to get work. He was 


thinly clad and suffered much from] 


cold. Often he remarked to companions 
that he was nearly starved. 

Hewett returned to the lodging house 
Wednesday night after being out all 
day. He was wet to the skin from the 
drizzling rain. His face was pale and 
drawn. A few minutes later he dropped 
dead. 

The autopsy weawree “excessive en- 
largement of the heart and acute con- 
gestion of the lungs.” The autopsy 
physician said death probably was 
hastened by the exposure. 

Police officials and the Coroner's office 
are making an effort to find relatives 
who may live at Kiron; and have also 
sent an inquiry to the Old Soldiers’ 
Home at Leavenworth for his father.

the next circle represents the Big Cinch 
and the large outer circle is composed 
of the circulation—the masses. 

“The newspaper is not a philanthropic 
institution. It is a private enterprise 
and its policy is dictated by the business 
office or the proprietor. That is all 
right, perfectly legitimate. Every news- 
paper is entitled to its policy, but it 





should not garble facts in its news col- 
-umns. 

‘ake the proposed compromise of the 
mill tax, for instance. The Big Cinch 
wants the compromise because, being 
composed of the financial interests, it 
carries bonds and stocks of the company 
and a saving in the mill tax means 
more money in dividends, The Big 
Cinch goes to the advertiser—the retail- 
ers—and reminds them of past favors, 
how their lines of credit have been car- 
ried and extended. The Big Cinch wants 
a favor from the advertisers. It wants 
the advertisers to go to the newspapers 
with a resolution endorsing the propo- 
sition to forego levy of the mill tax. 

“The advertisers tell the newspapers 
that the newspapers are depending on 
the advertisers for their income. The 
circulation does not count, the advertis- 
ers say, because it is not the pennies 
from the readers that make the news- 
papers profitable; it is the dollars from 
the advertisers. 

“The garbling of news accounts to 
which I had reference was the repeated 
statements in some papers about Pro- 
gressive-Republican movement. There 
‘is no such movement. Those accounts 
ieft the inference that the Progressives 
and Republicans had fused. One paper 
mfsquated Mr. Gerhart as saying that 
he would prefer to have President Wil- 
son outline progressive policies than to 
fellow the doctrines of Col. Roosevelt 
The local progressive party has nothing 
to do with national issues. It is not 
concerned in the tariff or the retention 
of the Philippines. 

‘The newspapers should give the Pro- 
vressives a square deal.”’

meet her husband. 
Thirty Mexican robbers mounted cn 
horseback attacked a train on whica 
Mrs. Simon was traveling and while 
the engineer backed the train up a 
steep grade in an effort to escape the 
robbers fired several volleys of rifle 
shots through the windows of: the 
coaches. 


Holdup in Pretty Valley. 
The scene of the holdup was a pictue- 


sque valley walled in by rugged 
mountains, the foothills of which was 
covered with cactus. It was nearly 
noon and the sun gave the scene a 
golden tinge. 

The train—one of the regular National 
Railway outfits consisting of three pas- 
senger coaches, a baggage.car and 2 
mail car—was lumbering along toward 
Monterey. It had left Saltillo at day- 
light and was due at Monterery short- 
ly after noon. 

Suddenly the conductor; followed by 
the porter, rushed into the coach occu- 
pied by Mrs. Simon and shouted that a 
bridge a few miles ahead was in flames 
and that a band of insurrectos was ly- 
ing in wait. He had obtained the in- 
formation from: a freight brakeman who 
had flagged the train and begged to be 
taken away. 

Mrs, Simon and the other pasgengers— 
among them being Senor Leon, a Mex- 
ican Congressman and a dignified states- 
man—looked from the windows and saw 
the flames, then a cloud of dust and 280 
horsemen galloping toward them. The 
horsemen were intoxicated and three of 
them fell from their saddles. 

“They had burned a string of freight 
cars in addition to the bridge,’’ said 
Mrs. Simon, ‘“‘and had filled themselves 
with aguardiente (Mexican whisky). As 
they rode they fired from their rifles. 
4t was amusing to see how some of the 
men on the train acted in the face of 
Ganger. Several cowered beneath their 
seats and shivered with fright, while 
others viewed the approach of the rob- 
bers. with as much delight as they would 
if merely watching a moving picture 
show. 


“Senor Leon had two heavy revolvers 
strapped to his belt, but he hid them, 
explaining he, would have no occasion 
to use the weapons until he could find 
out whether the peons were Maderistas 
or followers of Diaz. Leon was a Ma- 
derista and he declared he was willing 
te fight for the man who was then 
President. He did not seem anxious to 
identify the robbers, though, and when 
the train had reached the top of the 
grade and was descending on the other 
Side at a safe distance from the rob- 
bers he seemed more contented and 
passing his hat among the passengers 
collected something like $80 for the 
brakeman who had warned us of our 
danger. 


Locked Self in a Stateroom. 
“I shall never forget the look of fear 
that darkened the face of a shoe manu- 
facturer from New York State. When 
he heard the train was being pursued 
he ran te his stateroom and 
himself in. He did not emerge until 
we got back to Saltillo. 
“After the excitement died away the 
brakeman who had boarded our train 
and informed us the robbers were wati- 
ing for us—his name was Juan Chavez 
and he was of French descent—told us 
just what had happened and it was 
an gntirely different tale from that he 
previously had related. 
“Our train was scheduled to leave 
Saltillo the night before we departe‘l. 
We were delayed by the tardy arriva) 
of an express train from San Antonio 
with which we had to make connection. 
Had we been on time we would have 
been due at the seene of the holdup 
about midnight. The robbers had evi- 
dently planned to meet our train and 
get what money and valuables the pas- 
sengers carried. ,It is not pleasant to 
think of the experience I missed be- 
cause I am told that in Mexico the 
train robbers cut off the hands of their 
women victims with machetas in order 
to get their’ rings and bracelets. 
‘Missing our train the robbers stopped 
a freight train of 2% cars, which had 
been sent ahead, and after tying the 
crew hand and feet and tossing them to 
the side of the road had ransacked the 
cars, One car was loaded with whijsky, 
enother with flour and a third with. pe- 
troleum. The robbers drank all the 
whisky they could: and after throwing 
the flour aside fired the 26 cars. Then 
they tore up the rail@ for a mile and 
burned the bridge. 
“The leader of the band—I heard his 
name was Jesus de la Torre—ordered 
his men to untie the train crew but to 
hold them prisoners. Chavez was in 
charge of a bandit who had. fallen asleep 
under the influence of liquor and man- 
aged to squirm away from the crowd 
unnoticed, and he ran several miles un- 
tii he reached our train. 

Few Seldiers on Hand. 

“I was greatly amused when later I 
was told that the leader of the bandits 
had given the conductor c? the freight

evidently considered himself a revolu- 
tionist and had seized the merchandise 
as contraband. 

‘Madero, in anticipation of the Diaz 
uprising, had assembled the majority 
of Mexican troops at Mexico City and 
when the Governor of Coahuila wanted 
to send soldiers to the scene of the train 
wreck and burned bridge to remove the 
debris he was able to muster only about 
100 undersized and underfed loafers, most 
of whom were elderly and about half- 
dead’ from dissipation. The wreckage 
was not cleared away until several days 
after the holdup. 

‘Various insurrections in Mexico in 
the last two years have been only ex- 
cuses for peons to raid ranches, hold up 
trains and commit brutal assaults on 
Mexican slave women. 

“If Huerta had had the courage that 
Huerta is now displaying he would have 
imposed the ley de fuga on Fslix Diag 
and prevented the latest outbreak The 
ley de fuga is the Mexican fugitive law 
which gives the Government the righ: 
to kill escaping prisoners. All the Fed- 
eralists have to do is to transfer a 
prisoner from one town to another and 
then shoot him to death on the way 
and say he tried to escape. 

“The so-called civilization of Mexico 
Is only on the surface; it extends mere- 
ly to the protection of foreign investors 
and foreign property rights. The army 
»0f Mexico is recruited from the peon 
ranks. When the Government wants a 
man to become a soldier it tells him 
he will have to choose between joining 
the army and going to prison for the 
crimes he has committed. 

“The intelligent class of Mexican me- 
chanics would welcome a peaceful in- 
vasion by Americans. They are ambi- 
tious and want to better their condi- 
tion, but they cannot do it under pres- 
ent circumstances. 

“Old Gen. Porfirio Diaz met. Mr. Si- 
mon and me in Paris last summer and 
frankly told us he was the worst crim- 
inal the North American continent had 
ever known. ‘He said no other man 
had slain as many people without trial 
as he had.,’’ 

Mrs. Simon introduced her da:ghter, 
Alma Simon, to St. Louis soclety this 
winter. She expects to join “er hus- 
band as soon as Mexico becomes settled 
at least sufficiently to assure rafety to 
travelers. 





‘DON’T BE TARRED WITH 
THE LORIMER BRUSH’ 


Roosevelt Warns Illinois Pro- 
gressives Against Coalition 

_ on Senatorship. 
CHICAGO, March 7.—‘“The Pro- 


gressive party-must not permit itself 
to be tarred with the Lorimer brush,” 
said Col. Theodore Roosevelt in a 
letter received from him by B. F. 
Harris, chairman of the State Cen- 
tral Committee of the Progressive 
party in Illinois. 

The letter was a vehement protest 
against the coalition between the 
new party members of the Legislature 
and either the “Lorimer Republicans” 
or the “Lorimer Democrats” to select a 
Progressive Senator from Illinois. 

“F cannot help feeling that the 
man who accepted an election to the 
Senate at such hands would thereby 
rule himself out of the Progressive 
party,” he said. “The Republicans in 
the Illinois Legislature have already 
disgraced themselves in this session 
by their alliance with the Lorimer 
Democrats. 

“We stand for progressivism and, 
therefore, fof genuine progressive- 
ness and not for stool-pigeon pro- 
gressiveness or for coalition with 
whitewashed reactionaries or re- 
actionaries without the white wash.”

DETENTION HOME 


Mrs. Dodson Would “Shake Chi- 
cago Woman Soundly” if 
She Had Her Here. 
TELLS OF DIFFICULTIES 
Clark Avenue Institution De- 


signed as Temporary Quarters 
for Children. 





Mrs. Harriet Dodson, matron: of the 
liouse of Detention, resents with high 
degree of indignation the criticism of 
her ‘housekeeping”’ by Miss Mary Bar- 
telme, assistant judge in the Juvenile 
“ourt of Chicago, who after spending 
a day inspecting the St. Louis House 
of Detention, returned home and said 
she was horrified at what she termed 
the pitiable condition she found. Mrs 
Dodson said if. she had the Chicago 
woman here she would shake her sound- 
ly. 

The House of Detention, which is not 
a frame shack, as Miss Bartelme de- 
scribes, but a brick structure, has been 
in charge of Mrs. Dodson the last three 
years. It is an old structure. It is sit- 
uated in the center of the smoke belt at 
1226 Clark avenue, which accounts for 
the fact that its kalsomined walls are 
not models of cleanliness. The floors 
are covered with linoleum, and the dor- 
mitories are so small that the little iron 
beds have to be packed together closely. 

The city has laid aside $75,000 for the 
erection of a new building near the 
Municipal Courts group and work on 
that structure will begin next spring. 
St. Louis has had a Juvenile Court for 
six years and during that time the build- 
ing on Clark avenue has served as a 
House of. Detention. 

Temporary Structure. 

Children ordinarily do not remain at 
the House of Detention longer than two 
days. It is only a temporary structure 
for delinquents while their cases are 
being disposed of by the Juvenile Court 
and probation officers. Recently, how- 
ever, the Industrial School was quar- 
antined On account of smallpox, and for 
that reason some children have had to 
remain at the House of Detention for 
two months or more. : 

Mrs. Dodson says she is busy scrub- 
bing, and sweeping and dusting and 
scolding and coaxing the 12 boys and 
girls now there, from 5:30 a. m. to 9 
Pp. m., every day, and she takes a 
pardonable pride in the manner in 
which she keeps house under such con- 
ditions. She showed a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter through the house Friday and 
pointed out the results of her hard 
work. 

Mrs. Dodson reared three children of 
her own and served three years as an 
assistant at the Mission Free School. 

The third floor of the house of deten- 
tion is divided into three rooms, one a 
dormitory for white girls, another a dor- 
mitory for negro girls and the third a 
playroom for both races, The: second 
floor is divided in the same manner for 
the boys, and the first floor is taxed to 
its fullest capacity with dining rooms, 
bathrooms and Mrs. Dodson’s office and 
living room. 

There were seven girls and 12 boys in 
the institution Friday, about the av- 
erage number. One of the girls was a 
small negress called Topsy by her play- 
mates. Three of the boys were negroes. 
The ages of the children ranged from 
10 to 16 years. 

Girls Found at Play. 

The youngest girl, who is 11, was play- 
ing with a doll while two elder girls, 
each 16, were dancing. Another girl 
was hemming towels for Mrs. Dodson. 
Two boys were playing checkers and 
several others were scuffling until] the 
appearance of Mrs. Dodson at the caged 
door of the room caused them to sit 
down. 

There were 11 beds in‘the white boys’ 
dormitory and the coverings were im- 
maculate. The white girls have four 
beds. Mrs. Dodson explained they some- 
times have to sleep two in a bed. 

‘The negro cook helps me consider- 
ably and the houseman keeps the steps 
clean and the stoves filled with coal, 
but just imagine the amount of work I 
have to do to keep this big place look- 
ing clean,’’ said Mrs. Dodson. “Except 
for the odor of cooking from the kitch- 
en the air in this house is pure. I keep 
it well ventilated at all times and as 
soon as a child begins to droop or other- 
wise show symptoms of illness I take 
his or her temperature and if it is over 
102 I call a physician from the dispen- 
sary. If the temperature is less I look 
after the. case myself. I keep a stock 
of home remedies on hand and I can 
cure a case of sore throat in a jiffy. 

"Tl try to keep the younger children 
from the older ones as much as pos- 
sible, but I cannot expect much success 
in that with the lack of facilities. But I 
manage to keep an eye on them most 
of the time and I see to it that they be- 
have.”’ 

The house from cellar to garret was in 
good order Friday. The floofs and fur- 
niture were clean and th sanitary con- 
ditions seemed good. Mrs. Dodson just 
had finished cleaning the rooms on the 
upper floors when the reporter called.

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$e, Louis le Behind 
in Reclaiming Girls, 
Says Chicago Worker 


CHICAGO, March 7. 
N her return here from St. 
Louis last night, Miss Mary 
Bartelme, Assistant Judge in 
the Juvenile Court, declared St. 
Louis is far behind in its work of 
redeeming girls. 

‘TT was horrified,”’ she. said, “at 
the pitiable conditions there in the 
Detention Home. Imagine, if you 
ean, an old, worn-out, tumble-down 
frame building, dirty and badly 
kept, as the haven for children, 
by virtue of their helplessness in 
crime, taken from their families 
and put there for ‘reform.’ It is 
dreadful. 

‘The home is minus teachers and 
is in charge of a2 woman—a very 
good woman, too, and her husband. 
But fancy the utter hopelessness of 
being . kept in a building of that 
kind, with bad, unsanitary condi- 
tions, and lacking any kind of di- 
version or instruction. St. Louis 
should be ashamed. 

“I found two giris, a delinquent 
of 16 and another 12 years old, in 
the home. They were locked up 
in a dreary room, with no matron 
in charge. My heart ached for 
them. The,older of the girls knew 
more than her tender years should 
permit. The smuller was there be- 
cause her only crime had been the 
theft of $25 from her father. Im- 
agine how much of the worldly 
knowledge of the older girl the 
younger one would learn under 
such conditions. 

“The St. Louis Juvenile Court is 
pretty good, but how can a juve- 
nile court be well conducted when 
the Judges are changed every six 
months? I tell you this matter of 
caring for the young is a life 
study. To settle the disputes of 
adults is usually a matter of dol- 
lars and cents, but to settle mat- 
ters for children means the deter- 
mining of the method in which they ° 
are to live for the rest ‘of their life 
on earth. 

“I am sorry for St. Louis chil- 
dren. The conditions there for 
their protection and care are pit- 
liable.”

Physician Says ‘Berliner Did Not 
Sterilize Needles, Doubt In- 
jection Was Made.

NEW YORK. Mareh 7.—The Fried- 
mann ‘cure’’ for tuberculosis was given 
to three New York patients yesterday 
afternoon. More than a score of cases 
in which the diagnosis of tuberculosis 
Was clear and in which there was com- 
plete* medical history, were offered to 
Dr. Frederich Franz Friedmann for 
treatment. He rejected all except three. 

In two of the three thé physicians 
who had been attending the cases class- 
ified them as ‘“‘suspected tuberculosis.” 
Neither had ever had a hemorrhage. In 
the third case the patient was a strong, 
rosy cheeked young woman, suffering 
from ‘a swelling of the knee joint, and 
in this case the attending physician de- 
clined to go on record as diagnosing the 
ailment as tuberculosis. The three pa- 
tients were treated at the People’s Hos- 
rital at 203 Second avenue. Twenty-five 


‘physicians were present. The treatments 


- 


ae 


were accompanied by a running fire of 
criticism of the manner in which Dr. 
Friedmann did his work. 

Nervous and Flushed, 

Nervous and flushed, Dr. Friedmann, 
in exasperation, declared if he were not 
ailowed to proceed In his own way, he 
would leave the hospital. He was al- 
lowed to proceed, but was compelled 
ic observe some of the sanitary precau- 
tions, even the most primitive of which 
he seemed to be ignorant, according to 
critics. 

In the course of his talk, which was 
delivered under great excitement, Dr. 
Friedmann said that it was not right to 
éxpect his cure to work instantaneous- 
ly, that it took from eight days to eight 
months or longer to bring about mate- 
rial improvement. 

JOne of the visiting physicians of the 
hospital, Dr. Julius Broder.of 103 East 
Sixteenth street, had been particularly 
interested in the Friedmann ‘‘cure”’ and 
took one of his tuberculosis patients to 
the hospital for treatment. Dr. Broder, 
who carefully observed all that went on, 
gave to the Post-Dispatch the following 
descripti6n of the manner in which Dr. 
Friedmann proceeded: : 

“Dr. Friedmann’s method in giving the 
injections was what astounded the phy- 
sicians most. He explained that in the 
case of pulmonary tuberculosis he in- 
jected in the fleshy part of the thigh, 
while in cases of tuberculosis of the 
joints he gave the injection ‘into a vein. 

“When Dr. Friedmann was ready to 
make the injections he produced from 
his pocket two hypodermic syringes 
wrapped in a piece of paper that had 
become dirty from handling. He also 
produced two small colored bottles con- 
taining about an ounce each. He did 
not wash his hands, did not wear an 
apron, did not sterilize the hypodermic 
needles and did not take any of the 
precautions which every physician is 
supposed to take in using a hypodermic 
syringe. 

“The first syringe he tried to use 
would not work. In administering the 
injections I noted carefully that there 
Was as much of the fluid in the syringe 
after the injections as before. ‘The 
fiuid is almost white, with a slight 
milky cast. 

“In the case of the girl, Dr. Fried- 
mann made a tourmiquet to check, the 
return circulation and swell the veins, 
sv that a vein could be easily found. 
He worked over this for nearly an hour 
before the injection was given. It is 
well known to every physician that 
when an injection is made into a vein 
there results always some blood on the 
skin When the needle is withdrawn, even 
if the blood spot is only as big as a 
pin point. When Dr. Friedmann treated 
the girl there was absolutely no evi- 
dence whatever that even a small vein 
had been punctured, It was the opinion 
of the majority of the doctors present 
that in none of the three cases had any 
injection of the fluid been made. 


Rejects “Friendly Hints.” 

“In a polite way several physicians 
present gave Dr. Friedmann friendly 
hints as to how to prepare for and to 
make an injection. When he was asked 
why the universally accepted methods 
were not followed by him, his explana- 
tion was that he was oeng as they did 
in Germany. 

“It is not true that the doctors called 
Dr. Friedmann a faker to his face, but 
it is true that several of them had no 
hesitancy in calling him that when dis- 
cussing the ‘demonstration.’ ”’ 

Dr. Friedmann and his party fled pre- 
cipitately from newspaper reporters aft- 
er they left the hospital. Later, in the 
Ansonia, he showed a letter he had re- 
ceived from Secretary MacVeagh of the 
Treasury assuring him that the Gov- 
ernment would give him an opportunity 
tO demonstrate his “cure.”"” On March 
9 a representative of the Marine Hoa- 
pital Department will come to New York 
and place himself at the disposal of Dr. 
Friedmann for instruction in the admin- 
istering of the treatment. 

- Through his secretary, Dr. Friedma 
said that he was going to continue his

Duties of His Position. 

Here’s the way the Congressional di- 
rectory sums up the duties of Secretary 
of Agriculture: 5 

“The secretary exercises personal su- 
pervision of pubiic interests relating to 
the agricultural industry. He appoints 
all the officers and employes of the de- 
partment with the exception of the as- 
sistant secretary and the Chief of the 
Weather Bureau, who are appdinted by 
the President, and directs the manage- 
ment of all the bureaus, divisions and 
offices embraced in the department. 

“He exercises advisory supervision 
over the agricultural experiment stations 
which receive aid from the national 
treasury; has control of the quarantine 
stations for cattle, of interstate quaran- 
tine rendered necessary by sheep and 
cattle diseases and of the inspection of 
cattle-carrying vessels; and directs the 
operation of the meat inspection and 
pure food law under which the inspec- 
tion of domestic and imported atom 
products is carried on. 

‘He is charged with the cuty of issu- 
ing rules and regulations for the pro- 
tection, maintenance and care of the 
national forests. He is also charged 
with carrying into effect the laws pro- 
hibiting the transportation by tnterstate 
commerce of game killed in violation 
of law and excluding from impcrtation 
certain noxious animals, and xvas au- 
thority to control the importaticn of 
other animals.”’ :

$137,500,000 GERMAN

Investors Hear of Proposed War

the new German loans, aggregating 
$137,500,000, closed at noon “today and 
were unprecedently disappointing. The 
issues included $100,000,000 of Prussian

4 per cents.

Outlining his platform, Mr. Frank H. Gerhart, 
the Progressive candidate, says of the street 
railway situation:

A duty of pressing importance confronting 
President Wilson and Secretary Bryan is the ap- 
pointment of an Ambassador to Mexico. The res- 
ignation of Henry Lane Wilson, now :t that post 
is already in their hands. 

Conditions existing south of the Rio Grande, as 
well as our Ambassador’s unfortunate relations 
therewith, present many powerful reasons why his 
term of service should be summarily ended. 

We should have ‘n the City of Mexico an Amer- 
ican of high character who will represent the peo- 
ple of the United States, and interpret to the na- 
tion to which he is accredited the friendly and 
peaceable sentiments of our people. There is rea- 
son to believe that Ambassador Wilson hag not 
been such a representative. If he has not been an 
active partisan of Diaz and Huerta, who recently 
overthrew constitutional government in that coun- 
try, appearances have been strangely agafmst him. 
If he has not aided them he certainly has sympa- 
thized with them. ae 

The accusations lodged against Ambassador Wil- 
son in Mexico are circumstantial, and in many re- 
spects they are corroborated. It is known that he 
was not on friendly terms with the late President 
Madero, which was his great first error. A brief 
review of the tragic events of the past month, 
summarized from the special and regular. dis- 
patches from the City of Mexico and Washington, 
shows that this ill-will had a perfectly obvious 
bearing’upon the conduct of the man who har- 
bored it. Nothing but the censorship and the ter- 
rorism could have stifled complaint against the 
American Ambassador for so many days. 

Feb. 9, last, the army revolted, and besieged 
Madero in the National Palace. It is charged that 
Ambassador Wilson was informed of this move- 
ment in advance. 

Feb. 11 Ambassador Wilson reported that neith- 
er the Government nor the revolutionists could 
give protection to foreign interests, which, of 
course, was a reflection upon the Government. 

Feb. 14 Ambassador Wilson asked the State De- 
partment if John Barrett, who had indorsed The 
World’s suggestion of arbitration, could not be 
“restrained in his mischievous activity.” 

Feb. 16 Ambassador. Wilson and two _ others 
called upon Madero and ‘practically demanded” 
his resignation. Madero’s reply was that he would 
die, but not resign. 

Feb. 18 Madero was deserted by his own guards 
in the palace, and made a prisoner. Gen. Huerta 
was proclaimed Provisional President. “A great 
feeling of relief” was reported in Washington. 

Feb. 19 Gustavo Madero, the President’s brother; 
was murdered by his guards. Ambassador Wilson 
had a conference with Huerta, whose explanation 
was accepted. 

Feb. 20 it was announced from Washington, as 
if to safeguard somebody there, that Ambassador 
Wilson was not acting under specific instructions. 

Feb, 23 President Madero and Vice-President 
Suarez were murdered by their guards. 

Feb. 24 Ambassador Wilson issued a statement 
cordially accepting the new Government’s expla- 
nation of the tragedy. 

Feb. 25 the administration at Washington was 
reported as hopeful that Huerta would restore or- 
der by “iron-hand thethods.” 

Feb. 26 Ambassador Wilson was said to be in 
favor of prompt recognition of Huerta by our 
Government. 

Feb. 27 President Taft’s refusal to recognize 
Huerta was described as a disappointment to Am- 
bassador Wilson, ‘whose friendship for the new 
Government is most gratifying to Huerta.” 

We have here an unbroken record of American 
sympathy with, if not approval of, one of the most 
savage assaults upon free government ever made. 
The “iron hand” had treacherously slain the law- 
ful President and Vice-President. It had strewn 
the streets of the capital with the bodies of thou- 
sands of dead and wounded noncombatants. It 
had. threatened the peace of a hemisphere. Yet 
our Ambassador and some of his. superiors at 
Washington were “relieved” when it triumphed, 
had no word of condemnation for its methods, ea- 
gerly accepted the false explanations that were 
offered in its name, and, in the Ambassador’s case, 
made haste to talk of recognizing the red-handed 
usurpers who were “gratified by his friendship.” 
What, if anything, did they know of the prepara- 
tion for these bloody events before they took 
place? 

President Wilson and Secretary Bryan must see 
that it is not only American lives and estates that 
are involved in this situation. There is also Amer- 
ican honor. 
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The Municipal Assembly should, at the earliest 
possible date, appropriate the $75,000 needed for 
the erection of a new House of Detention. The 
criticism of Miss Bartelme of the Chicago Juvenile 
Court, of the present Detention Home, as “old, 
wornout, dilapidated, tumbledown and dirty,” is 
not denied. Mere plans for a new building will 
not remove the stigma. 














MR. ALLISON’S GOOD WORK. 

If it is true that Gov. Major is thinking of ap- 
pointing to the State Public Utility Commission 
James E. Allison, chief engineer of the St. Louis 
Public Utility Commission, he is thinking in the 
right direction. 

Mr. Allison has done good work on the local 
commission which has an exceptional record of ef- 
ficient public service. He has served the people 
not the interests. His experience on the local 
commission wil] be valuable to the new body. 
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If any St. Louis employers of girls and women 
fear an investigation such as has shown that 
about 50,000 girls'‘and women in Chicago are slow- 
ly starving on wages of $5 a week or less, they 
would do well to take such steps as will remove 
that fear. Revision of payrolls upwards is the 
only remedy. :

for work at the office of the bureau, only 267 
were successful in getting it.

It is time that there should be a settled prin- 
ciple in fixing salaries and wages.of public em- 
ployes. « This should not be left solely to the de- 
mands of the beneficiaries, to whom complacent 
legislators readily yield, regardless of the merits 
of the claims. The money comes out of the tax- 
payers, not out of their individual pockets; the 
public is.an easy mark. 

The line of occupations from which these pub- 
lic employes are recruited should be a guide for 
fixing their salaries; what study or length of ap- 
prenticeship, if any, has been spent by «them? 
Public employment runs no risk of the employ- 
er’s death or failure, of temporary laying off, or 
gving out of business; besides it enjoys vacations, 
privileges and receives pay during sickness or 
temporary absence. 

Public employes ought not to constitute a 
privileged class or they will eventually, to some 
extent at least, rule the public. New York and 


Chicago are examples, and there is danger here. | 


Taxes are increasing and pressing sorely on 
property owners, heaviest in proportion on small 
homes, and they are not the least cause of the 
high. cost of living, of which everybody.complains.

head of grade and pure-bred Angoras. 
Last year the owner of this ranch real- 
ized a net profit of $1 per animal from 
his flock. There are several other pre- 
tentious goat farms throughout New 
Mexico, California and Oregon. The 
largest goat ranch in the Mississippi 
Valley has 2000 head, but the average 
flock in this country is from 100 to 600 
animals, 

One very beautiful fleece, which was 
22 inches in length, sold for $6.50 a 
pound, the record price for raw’ mo- 
hair in this country. Four dollars «a 
pound is about the ordinary top figure.

“A left-handed second baseman can- 
pot act as the middle man in double- 
plays and attain the same results as a 
righthander, no matter how fast he may 
be,” declared Hug. ‘‘On the force play 
at second, when the ball is fielded by the 
shortstop, the left-handed second base- 
man must turn competely around to make 
the throw to first. In this operation he 
may lose only a fraction of a@ second, 
but many double-plays are successful 
by just that fraction. With a fast run- 
ner going to first much depends on the 
middle man in the double killing. 


Huggins Can’t See Chase. 

“Then it will he hard for a left-handed 
second-sacker to field slow hit grounders 
just past the pitcher. A right-hander can 
fleld the ballontherunand by a quick 
underhand snap-throw get the ball to 
first‘ without setting himself. A left- 
hander either will have to set himself 
or else turn completely around. I’m 
loath to believe that Chase will play 
second. Eventually I think he’ll per- 
form either on first or in the outfield.”
